The first report spread by the frightened 
Playmates of the victims of the deadly 
wire was that both boys were killed.

WHAT HENRY NORMAN SAYS 


Notable Interview With the Fameus 
English Correspendeat on the 
World’s War Matters. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 11.—Even in 
Washington, filled as it is to overflowing 
with men of national importance, the Amer- 
ican correspondent of the London Chronicle 
is pointed out as a person of note, and a 
person of note he is. Henry Norman's dis- 
patches have not only brought him fame, 
but they have given the English people 
much to think ovér, which thought will 
probably result in a peaceful settlement of 
what at one time threatened to end in war. 
In fact, Mr. Norman comes here as a jour- 
nalistic commissioner of peace, and a better 
man could not have been selected.than this 
native of England educated in America. 

For the past eight years he has devoted 
himself to the study of politics all over the 
world. His books on Japan, China, Corea 
and other countries in the East are tHe best 
of authorities Asiatic to-day. There are 
few eminent statesmen in Europe or Asia 
with whom he has not been in close personal 
touch at some time during the past few 
years and he comes here direct from Con- 
stantinople, from whence he has been writ- 
ing about Turkish affairs and the situation 
of the Sultan as to the Armenians and as 
to the great powers. 

Not ‘jong after graduating from Harvard 
in 1881 he made a journaligtic tour of the 
far East. He spent many nths in Japa 
went on horseback across Corea, visite 
the fortifications in Russia and interviewed 
Li Hung Chang and other famous Chinese 
statesmen. He came near being killed in 
Pekin in an attempt to go through a mon- 
astery there, and after .a number of re- 
markable experiences traveled south and 
made a thorough study of Farther Ind 
He spent some time in passing through the 
French possessions in Turkey and then 
went to Siam, where he remained for some 
time in close touch with the King. From 
there he went to Singapore and explored 
some parts of the islands of Malaysia, 
which have never been visited by any other 
white mah. He then spent some time in 
India and then went to Europe to get mar- 

, and at once took a wedding tour to 
Egypt. After this he returned to England, 
having been away from home for five 
years. He recently spent some time in 
Arm

“Jumping from Asia to the United States, 
Mr. Norman, do you think there is any dan- 
ger of war between us and Great Britain? 

“No,” said he. “I think the. bei:er oe 
ment of both people is averse to war. The 
English are friendly to the Americans.and 
now that they realize how a 
icans feel on the question o 
doctrine I believe they will accept the posi- 
tion of the’ United States as to that doc- 
trine, whatever you may call it, if they are 
allowed to @o so in some honofable way. 
I am surprised to see the feeling of enmity 
existing in the United States against Great 
Britain. Th is no such feeling in our 
country, I can assure you, against Ame 
Our people may have joked with Americans 
about some of their little peculiarities which 
seem strange to us, but if so it was done 
in the way of friendly banter and not in the 
way of enmity. I think the English are sur-

GOLD SYNDICATE BREAKING.

Some of Its Members Anxious for an 
Opportunity to Bid Individually 
for the Loan. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—Information was 
given out from creditable sources to-day 
that two large German banks proposed sub- 
scribing $40,000,000 of the new Government 
loan. It is also stated on good authority 
that the-Imperial Council of Germany, in 
consenting to these heavy subscriptions, 
has been materially influenced by the strain- 
ed relations which now exist between Eng- 


land and Germany. One of the banks is 
the Deutsche Bank, which will ask for $25,- 
000,000 of the bonds, while the Bleichroders 
will subscribe. for $15,000,000. The English 
bankers have expressed an intention of tak- 
ing no part of the loan, which, it is said, 
caused the German’s determination. New 
York bankers are now of the opinion, and 
this impression is growing, that the new 
loan will be considerably oversubscribed. 
That the Morgan bond syndicate, which 
has been so confident that it would event- 
wally bring the Government to its own 
terms and secure the entire issue of new 
bonds, is on the verge of dissolution, was a 
fact generally admitted in financial circles 
this grt op, It is expected that next week 
there will important developments in 
connection with the syndicate. Nothing 
authentic is known yet, but it is clear that 
some of the members are in favor of bidding 
individually for the bonds. There is no con- 
straint upon the members as to remaining 
ey can withdraw 
Mr. Morgan ts stil ab- 


ficial statement made as to the status of the 
Syndicate. The leading bankers who took 
part with Mr. Morgan in organizing the syn- 
dicate conferred to-day as to the advisabil- 
ity of dissolving, and the majority favored 
such action. The argument in this line was 
that the public subscriptions exceeded the 
expectations of the members of the syndi- 
cate and in all probability the bid prices 
will be far above that which the syndicate 
proposed to allow the Government. Some 
of those in the syndicate, this member said, 
were simply in to get a share of the profits 
the syndicate expected to make in handling 
the bonds, while others actually want the 
bonds to keep. 

It was said at the sub-treasury that since 
the office commenced the distribution of the 
blank forms of appMcation for bonds about 
200 of the blanks had been distributed. There 
Was a demand for the blanks this morning. 


The Financier’s Review.

Are Worried.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 11.~Speaker 
Reed and the House leaders who are friend- 
ly to him and his Boom are worried over the 
Senate situation. They have been working 
all the week in the endeavor to straighten 
out the tangles and sectire thé speedy pas- 
sage of the tariff bill. They have made lit- 
tle headway. There is not among Senate 
Republicans a disposition to further Reed’s 

residential boom at the expense of the in- 
erests of their several constituencies, and 
in spite of Reed’s efforts there seems little 
chance for an early compromise. 

The free silver Republicans have thus far 
declined to sacrifice themselves upon the 
altar of Reed’s ambition. They know what 
their people expect of them, and this duty 
runs counter to the scheme of the House 
leaders. Speaker Reed and his managers 
have enlisted with them several strong ele- 
ments not necessarily with them in the mat- 
ter of Presidential] politics, but heartily with 
them in the general plan to give silver a 
black eye. Just as long as Senator Jones 
of Nevada is true to his people, the Reedites 
are stopped in their plan. The claim is 
made to-night that Jones will be won over, 
and enough free silver Democrats will re- 
cede from their position to admit of the 
passing of the Dingley tax increases withput 
a free silver amendment. 

The Reed men are in a sad plight. If 
they fail now to carry out their pro- 
gramme the Speaker will lose\caste with 
the protectionists, Morton will be in posi- 
tion to cause him serious trouble in New 
England and McKinley will regain the 
ground lost in Reed’s first dash for a 
higher tariff. The West is also calsing 
anxiety to the Speaker’s managers, who 
have been receiving confirmation of their 
fear that Reed is not as strong West of 
the Alleghenies as he thought he was.

Four jockeys had a miraculous escape 
from having their lives crushed out at the 
bull ring race track in Sportsman's Park 
| Saturday. As it was, Jockey “Tip” McIn-

tyre escaped with a broken leg, while Jockey 
Sheehan sustained a broken collar bone. | 
Duffy and.Smith, two other riders, were | 


severely shaken up. The mishap occurred | 
in the third race on the first turn from the 
grandstand. McIntyre was in the lead on 
Powder. The horse stumbled and went 


down. Jayta, the next horse, rolled over 
him. Then ‘Normie, Extra and Duckadoo 
stumbled over the pair and the spectators 
in the stand raised’a ery of horror at the 
sight of the struggling mass of horse flesh 
and humanity. 

McIntyre’s young wife witnessed the ac- 
cident from the grand stand And the pos- 
sibility. that it had caused her husband’s 
death nearly craged the unfortunate wom- 
an. None of the horses were injured and 
they were on their feet running away rider- 
less, when Mcintyre and Sheehan were car- 
ried into the jockey’s room. Sheehan was 
stunned by the fall he had received but 
McIntyre screamed with pain while his leg 
wae being examined. His wife heard him in 

is agony and she went off into hysterics. 
Morphine finally relieved her husband’s mis- 
ery and when she becanie calm, she had him 
sent to their home in an. ambulance. 

Jockey Sheehan did not recover from the 
effects of his fall until an hour after the 
accident. The scene of the mishap is one 
of the sharp turns at the outlawed “‘Jeri- 
cho.” The track is so small that every 


turn is unsafe, especially when a field is 
going around in close order. Before the 


course was sanded the boys considered it 
positively dangerously. The sand has had 
a tendency to enable the horses to gain a 
firmer footing, while going afound the diz- 
zy turns. Nevertheless the least bit of 
crowding or jostling on any one of the 
turns is Hable to result in a repetition of 
Saturday’s accident. 

Jockey Charlie Kuhn had a mount in the 
race, but fortunately esca injury. He 
broke a leg at Madison last winter’and was 
laid up all year. The last time McIntyre was 
‘hurt at Sportsman’s Park Kuhn was riding 
in the same race and escaped injury by the 
skin of his teeth. The same luck was with 
him Saturday and MclIntyre’s friends com- 
mented upon it as a most peculiar @sinci- 
dence. McIntyre has done most of his riding 
on the bull-ring tracks at East St. Louis, 
Kansas City, South Side ane an’s 
Park. The inside rail counts for everythin 
on the merry-go-rounds and McIntyre will 
take any chance to get it.

The Church of the Immaculate Conception 
has a most interesting history, and retains 
a deep hold on the affections of the Catho- 
lics of St. Louis, especially among the older 
families. Half a century ago it was the 
aristocratic Catholic Church of St. Louis. 
Among its members were the leading old 
families conspicuous in the early history of 
the city—the Sarpys, Soulards, Papins, De 
Balievieres, Benoists, Chouteaus, Lucasés 
and others. The old marriage registers 
show that in that church the sons and 
daughters of these houses were married, 
and from there their fathers and mothers 
were buried. 


The Church of the Immaculate Conception 
at Jefferson and Lucas place is the second 
churesa and parish of that name. The orig- 
inal one was located on the southeast corner 
of, Eighth and Chestnut, now occupied by 
Ne real estate firm of Green & La Motte. 
Where Fisher’s real estate office is now lo- 
cated the dwelling-house stoéd, Rev. James 
Duggan, afterwards Bishop of Chicago, 
then in this archbishopric, and Coadjutor 
to Archbishop Kenrick, was the first pastor 
ie paeree had.

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How Domestic Offal Can Be Utilized 
as Charceal., ;

NEW YORK, Jan. .11.—The problem of 
disposing of garbage, which has always 
been a serious one, has received a satisfac. 


tory solution it a small implement lately 
tried in the kitchens of Mayor Strong and 
Commissioner Waring. The garbage, in- 
stead of being kept in receptacles, & con: 
verted into charcoal to start the kitchen 
fires mornings. Col. Waring declares that 
the household garbage carbonizer is one 
of the most useful domestic implements re- 
cently invented. He had on his desk a small 
box which contained specimens of carbon- 
ized potatoes and apple parings and he jn. 
vited the seporter to try to detect any of- 
fensive smell when the box was opened, 

He said: ‘‘The carbonizer is set in the 
pipe of my.kitchen range and it easily 
takes care of all the garbage. The girl 
puts into the compartment of the carbonizer 
everything in.the way of garbage. If the 
fire is hot, much of the fine garbage is en- 
tirely consumed and passes up the chimney, 
but ordinarily the garbage is reduced to 
charcoal. There is not the least smell, and 
it does away with the use of @ garbage 
can. There is no danger of fire connected 
with it. 

In the joint or elbow of the pipe which 
connects the rahge with the chimney flue 
is placed a drum somewhat larger than the 
pipe, of which it becomes a part. One end 
is permanently closed and to the other end, 
which is removable, is attached a tray made 
of perforated iron, which is smaller than the 
cylinder in which it rests when the movable 
end is in place. The space around the 
tray when it is set in the cylinder is larger 
than the area of the stovepipe so there 
ean be no obstruction of the draught. While 
the carbonizer its made of different sizes, 
its form is the same in all] cases.

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The excavations which are being made in 
Jerusalem have disclosed much that was 
hitherto unknown about the Pool of Si- 
loam. The identification of the site of this 
pool is important because of its bearing on 
the situation of the city walls. 


It has hitherto been considered that the 
Pool of Siloam, shown to every visitor to 
Jerusalem, was one of the few undisputed 
localities in the topography of the sacred 
city. Now, however, as investigation pro- 
gresses, doubts have been raised on this 
point. Among archeologisis a contest ha? 
arisen as complicated as that concerning 
the, site of Calvary, the sepulchre and other 
sacred places,in Jerusalem. 

The Pool Of Siloam is in size the least 
of all the Jerusalem pools, which from the 
most ancient times have been relied upon 
by the inhabitants to store up water from 
the springs. It had, however, the singular 
characteristic of wenn A increasing in 
depth as the water poured in from-some un- 
known source.
